Preserving Currants.—It is not, per- 


haps, generally known that currants and 
gooseberries may be preserved, the year 
round, as sweet and fresh as when taken 
from the bush.

cedes and heralds maturity, and put into 
dry glaoS botlles, which should be cork- 
ed and sealed tight, and placed in the 
cellar, or some other cool place, as most 
convenient.
